Some alterations however in the oath were introduced in the Houſe of Commons, and 
if it had remained in the form in which it vas worded when the bill left the Commons, it 
was generally ſuppoſed, few, if any of the Catholics, would have objefied to it. Some 

| new clauſes were introduced, and ſome of the old clauſes altered. 


The moſt material diſcuſſion which took place aid the clauſe enabling us to pre- 
ſent to advowſons.. This right is a civil right annexed both by the civil and the canon law 
to the perſon of the founder and his repreſentatives. —Repreſentation. (we need not men- 
tion to you) is affected by tranſmiſſion of blood, tranſmiſſion of property, or tranſmiſſion of 
civil capacity. By the laws of England and of every country, when feudal deſcent has pre- 
vailed, advowſons have been annexed to the property (except where they have been an- 
nexed to the civil capacity, as in caſes of corporations) of the founder. Thus it is a civil 
right, and a part of our landed property. The uſe of it was denied us, and conſequently 
the recovery of it was properly an objett of a bill framed to relieve us from the diſabilities 
incurred by the exerciſe of our religion. As few Catholics are poſſeſſed of advowſons, to 
be deprived of this right was no great ſacrifice of property to them; but when all his Ma- 

jeſty's other ſubjeQs, Diſſenters, Quakers, even Jews, were permitted to enjoy it, that Ca- 
tholics alone ſhould be deprived of it, was an humiliating exception, which as men of ho- 
nor they could not but feel, and there fore ſuppoſed all honorable men would feel with them®. 
Theſe arguments were allowed their weight, but it was ſaid, the matter probably would not 
be rightly underſtood by the public at large; it might therefore give occaſion to alarm and 
jealouſy ; and, by that means, diſturb the general good humour towards the bill, which 
fortunately prevailed eyery where.

It is only ſaid, that it ſhall be 
lawful for Catholics to take that oath, at the places and times, and in the manner therein mentioned. 
Thus, it is very uncertain, whether perſons, taking the oath of the laſt year only, will be entitled to 
the benefit of the act of the 18th of his preſent Majeſty, ſo as to be reljeved from the penalties and 


difabilities from which the perſons, taking the oath therein preſcribed, were relieved | by that AR. By 
theſe penalties and diſabilities the Engliſh Catholics were expoſed io more real grievances, than they were by 


any other law inſlicted againſt them. It ſeems, therefore, adviſeable for every Catholic, particularly if he 
wilhes to ſecure bis landed property, to take both the oath preſcribed by the AQ of Parliament of laſt year, 
and the oath preſcribed in the Statute of the 18th year of his preſent Majeſty.

For the Offences of celebrating Maſs, ſeveral Catholic Diſſenting Prieſts, now living, have been pro- 
fecuted. In 1770, the Hon, James Talbot, the Brother of the late Earl of Shrewſbury, was tried at the 
Old Bailey Seſſions for exerciſing the Functions of a Romiſh Prieſt, and acquitted for Want of Evidences 
At the Summer Aﬀizes for the County of Surrey, in 1767, Mr. Malony was tried and found guilty of 
adminſtering the Sacrament of Our Lord's Supper, according to the Rites of the See of Rome, He re» 
mained in Priſon for ſome Years, and was afterwards pardoned on Condition of agar Baniſhment. 


II. Under the ſecond Head are thoſe Laws which puniſh the Engliſh Catholic Diſſenters for not conforms 


ing to the Eſtabliſhed Church: Theſe are generally called THE STATUTES OT REGUSANCY. 


It ſhould be obſerved, that Abſence from Church, alone, and . 
Hlitutes Recuſancy. 


Till the Statute of 95th Eliz. Chap. 2. all Diſſenters were conſidered as Recuſants, and were all 
equally ſubje ct to the Penalties of Recuſancy: That Statute was the firſt Penal Statute made againſt Popiſh 
Recufants by that Name, and as diſtinguiſhed from other Recuſants, From that Statute aroſe the Diftinc+ 
tion between P:oteſtant Diſſenters and Engliſh Catholic Diſſenters ;—or, as they are called in the Law, 
Recuſants. The former were ſubjeft to ſuch Statutes of Recuſancy as preceded that of the 95th of 
| Queen Elizabeth, and to ſome Statutes againſt Recuſancy made ſubſequently to that Time; but they were 
relieved from them all by the Act of Toleration in the firſt Year of _ YER Reign. 


By the Statutes againſt Popiſh Recuſants Convict, they are puniſhable by the Cenſures of the Church, 
and by a Fine of Twenty Pounds for every Month during which they abſent themſelves from Church; they 
are diſabled from holding Offices or Employments; from keeping Arms in their Houſes; from main- 
taining Adtions or Suits at Law or in Equity; from being Executors or Gua-dians ;z from preſenting to 
Advowſons ;. from praiſing the Law or Phyſic ;. and from holding Offices Civil or Military. They are 
fubje& to the Penalties attending Excommunication ;. are not permitted. to travel Five Miles from Home, 
unleſs by Licence, upon Pain of forfeiting all their Goods; and may not come to Court under Pain of 


One Hundred Pounds. A married Woman, when. convicted of Recuſancy, is liable to forteit Two- Thirds 


of her Dower or Jointure. She cannot be Executrix or Adminiſtratrix to her Huſband; nor have any 
Part of his Goods; and, during her Marriage, ſhe may be kept in Priſon, unleſs her Huſband redeems 
her, at the Rate of Ten Pounds a Month, or the Third Part of his Lands. Popiſh Recuſants Conviat 
muſt, within Three Months after Conviction, either ſubmit and renounce their religious Opinions, or, if 
required by four Juſtices, muſt abjure the Realm; and if they do not depart, or if they. return without Li-
